Efforts to Find a Quorum 
Make Lively Scenes. 


Financial Propositions and Contested 


Election Cases the Business. 


An Attempt to Push the French 
Spoliation Claims.

Tlie week in Congress has been m ade re­ 
m arkable by some vigorous attem pts to 
push through the national bankruptcy hill 
and the hill to reduce, the am ount of United 
States bonds to he required of national 
hanks and to restore to tho channels of 
trado tho excessive accum ulations of law­ 
ful money iii tho treasury. These have 
been tile cause of vigorous debates in 
the Senate. On the bankruptcy hill, Mr. 
Plum b offered a resolution to recom m it the 
bill to tile judiciary com m ittee, w ith in­ 
structions to am end it so as to provide for a 
system of voluntary bankruptcy only, and 
to report it hack so amended^at the earliest 
practicable moment. 
On the following day. w hen the resolu­ 
tion came up for action, cousin ('rabic oppo­ 
sition was developed to the hill on the part 
of AV(>810101 senators. 
Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Plum b to w ithdraw 
the resolution, 
The hill had been very 
carefully prepared and w hen it came before 
the Senate a m otion could be m ade to strike 
out the involuntary clause of it. 
Mr. Plum b said th at he had offered the 
resolution for two reasons. One was th at 
he was utterly opposed to tile principle of 
involuntary imnkruptey, and the other 
was that lie did 
not 
wish 
to 
have 
any bankruptcy hill passed at this ses­ 
sion. He understood th at an association of 
wholesale dealers had spent a good deal of 
money in efforts to have the bi 11 pas.sod, and 
th at fact indicated th at the hill was not in 
the interest of tho people of tho United 
State*, but in the interest of a class of per­ 
sons whom it would enable to put a clutch 
on the throat of all the business of a sm all 
kind carried on in this country. 
Mr. Cullom rem arked th a t he had had 
letters this m orning from two of the m ost 
prom inent business m en of Chicago, asking 
th at the hill he not passed at the present 
session. 
Mr. Hoar spoke of the necessity of a n a­ 
tional bankruptcy hill. There were, he said, 
from 160,000to 2fi(>,000 people iii the United 
States who wore on their limbs 
T in e F e tte r * o f I n d e b te d n e s s , 
which they could only escape from by the 
operation of a national bankruptcy law 
but it 
was 
absolutely im practicable to 
have 
a 
national bankruptcy law th at 
dealt w ith voluntary cases alone. He be­ 
lieved 
th a t 
a voluntary system alone 
could 
he contrived 
th at would afford 
adequate 
security 
against 
a repetition 
of 
the 
evils 
of 
tile 
form er law. 
He did not wish a bankruptcy bill to 
be passed as a party m easure, or as a sec­ 
tional m easure. He believed th at the pas­ 
sage (with the assent of the representatives 
of the AV cst and South) of a m oderate, safe, 
just, reasonable system would havo a heal­ 
ing and fertilizing effoct on th e whole 
country, and th at such a system would, 
w ithin three years, reduce the rate of in ­ 
terest, where it is now IO, 12 or 14 per cent. 
to 3. 4 or 5 per cent. 
Arter further discussion Mr. Plum b’s reso­ 
lution was placed on tho calendar w ithout 
action, Mr. Hoar stating th at ho would not 
ask its consideration at this session, or at 
any tim e w hen tho Senate was not thought 
to be full enough to enable both its friends 
and opponents to have it fully considered. 
The action of tho Treasury D epartm ent hi 
tho recent m onetary crisis was m ade the 
subject of debate on the 18th. and Mr. 
Plum b spoke of tho conspicuous Illustration 
that had taken place w ithin the fa st few 
weeks of the impolicy of allowing the 
Treasury D epartm ent to obstruct or acceler­ 
ate tho business of Hie country'. For years 
the Treasury’ D epartm ent, he said, Had 
hoarded money, and during all th at tim e 
the volume of currency had neon constantly 
decreasing on account of the w ithdraw al of 
national banknotes. The secretary of the 
treasury had seen the business of the country 
ham pered on account of 
th at lack of 
money, but he had w aited until a panic was 
im pending, not a stock brokers’ panic, hut a 
stringency of money th a t affected the hanks 
of all the cities and seriously interfered 
w ith the operations of ordinary business. 
And then lie baff given out the m oney to 
the holders of governm ent bonds under 
such circum stances as to enable them , and 
not him , to control the money supply of the 
country during their pleasure. Tile money, 
w hich a few days ago had been in the treas­ 
ury and w hich could have been 
P u t O u t a t t ile W il l o f t h e S e c r e ta r y , 
was today in tho hands of the m en who 
owned bonds to the am ount of $20,000,000. 
It was perfectly safe to say th a t these men 
having th a t money would use it to beneflt 
them selves and not in the interest of the 
people. N othing hut an overw helm ing ca­ 
lam ity would ever divorce the treasury 
from such m alicious interference w ith the 
business of tile country. 
Mr. Sherm an said th a t th a t which had 
been done had been done in strict execution 
of tho law. The secretary of the treasury 
had no right to pay for silver bullion in any­ 
thing but treasury notes. 
Those treasury 
notes had been issued in lnrge denom ina­ 
tions. The financial scare was a m anufac­ 
tured scare. 
It had been gotten up by 
brokers, by hulls and bears and various 
kinds of anim als who practised their trade 
on the exchanges of Now York. 
There was, he adm itted, a great dem and 
for money now for m oving tho cotton apd 
grain crops and, perhaps, to pay for an in­ 
creased quality of foreign goods imported 
in order to evade higher duties under the 
new tariff law. 
M erchants had, to use a 
vulgar expression, "bitten off more thnn 
they could chew ,” and woro now shin­ 
ning around to borrow money. All these 
things, Mr. Sherm an said, would settle 
them selves iii a little while. There was no 
real serious financial disturbance in the 
country. It was confined to the city of 
New York. Ho thought th at things should 
be let go on as they were and th at the sec­ 
retary of tho treasury should he perm itted 
to use his discretion. 
The House hill to reduce the am ount of 
U nited States bonds to be required of 
national hanks, and to restore to trade tile 
accum ulations of m oney iii the treasury, 
having been reached on the calendar on the 
19th Inst., Mr. Sherm an said that ho had 
received num erous letters and telegram s 
from business m en in 
all parts of the 
U nited States, urging its passage. 
He believed th at its passage would tend 
very m uch to 
Q u ie t E v e n t h e P r e s e n t A g it a t io n 
in the m oney m arket. Tho second section 
would allow an increase of national bank 
notes to the am ount of 11,000,000 or 12,- 
000,000, by authorizing circulation to the 
full face value instead of 90 per cent, of tho 
bonds deposited to secure circulation. 
He could not tell, however, w hat the ef­ 
foct of the first section would be, w hich re­ 
duces tho compulsory requirem ent of bond 
deposits In order to have the right to carry 
on business) to $1000, because, if the bonds 
to be w ithdraw n were sold, th a t would tend 
to reduce circulation. 
As a m atter of course the national banks 
would have to go out of existence when tho 
4 per cent, bonds wore paid, unless some 
other m ethod should be devised. 
U ndoubtedly the effect of the hill would 
be not only to prolong, hut to encourage the 
national hank system. 
He did not want, 
however, to press tho hill unduly. It was 
not a bill w inch could ba considered under 
the five-m inute rule. 
Mr. Plum b bore witness to Mr. Sherm an’s 
solicitude to have the hill considered at an 
early date. It had, to a certain extent, 
m erit, hut he feared th at it would finally 
result in a contraction of the currency. 
Congress could not afford to let the na­ 
tional bank currency disappear w ithout 
supplying a currency in its place. He be­ 
lieved th at the •business of the country was 
In greater peril than it had beau for years 
from the lack of a sufficient circulating me­ 
dium . Disast er m ight he avoided, but the 
country was dangerously near it now and 
would continue so until it had a larger vol­ 
um e of currency. 
Mr. Plum b said th at the question of tile 
volum e of tho currency is decided now in 
tile interest of the hanks and not in the in­ 
terest of tile public. He felt perfectly cer­ 
tain th a t nearly all the hunks out AA’est 
w ould reduce their bonds just as fast as 
they could. 
Mr. P latt gave it as his opinion th at the 
hanks in New E ngland would avail them ­ 
selves of the additional circulation which 
the second section of the bill would give 
them . It seemed to him th at th at was a 
very w ise proposition and he hoped it would 
pass. 
W o r k A c c o m p lis h e d . 
The following bills were passed: House 
bill to discontinue the coinage of $3 and $1 
gold pieces and 3-cent nickel pieces: House 
bill to am end section 3510 of the Revised 


Statutes, and to provide for designs of air 
thorized devices of United States coinage; 
Senate hill to revive the grade of lieutenant* 
general in tim arm y of the United States: 
Senate hill for Hie relief of women enrolled 
as army nurses. 
Private pension hills on tho calendar 011 
Friday were taken up and 80of them passed 
in 30 mi mites. 
The hill referring to tho C ourt of Claims 
the claim of the Portland Company of Port­ 
land, Me., fo r allowances for the building 
of two naval vessels, in Angust. 1862, not to 
exceed $80,807, was also passed. 
The House anti-lottery bill W’as passed 
w ithout a dissenting vote. The hill will go 
directly totlie President, ana w ill, of course, 
be signed by him w ithout delay. 
Mr. Manderson offered resolutions on the 
18th inst, expressing tho profound sorrow 
of the Senate at tile death of the late Repre­ 
sentative Laird of N ebraska on Aug. 17, 
1880, and addressed the Senate in eulogy of 
th e deceased.

Arrest of Irish Leaguers for 
Seditious Utterances. 


E fforts to F in d a Q uorum R esult In 
L ively Scenes. 
Tim course of affairs in tho House tiffs 
week has been m arked by m uch obstruc­ 
tion and tho forcing of a quorum , the 
Democrats frequently deserting the cham ­ 
ber a* a vote was being taken, hut in few 
cases succeeding in their plan of m aking 
no quorum. The m ost serious question on 
which these c o n te s ts occurred was th at of 
the Vennble-Langston election case. 
Mr. (’beadle of Indiana opposed the tac­ 
tics of tim m ajority, and declared th at the 
Republicans or the lionise could not afford 
to vote Venable out and Langston in. 
The 
fourth district of Virginia w as reliably Re­ 
publican, and it has been carried by tho 
Democrats, not because of the popularity of 
M r. Cleveland or the unpopularity of ^Ir. 
Harrison, but because of Republican divi­ 
sion. 
The case then w ent over until tho next 
day, Mr. Haugen stating th at he would call 
th e previous question at 2 o'clock. 
On the following day a quorum was not 
counted until hall an hour after the House 
m et. AVhen the journal was read the vote 
on its approval was: yens, 134; nays, none. 
T he quorum having disappeared, a call of 
tho House was ordered. T he call showed 
the presence of 
1 7 8 m em bers, and 
the 
sneaker directed the clerk to call the roll on 
th e approval of the Journal. 
Mr. Haugen of W isconsin m oved to dis­ 
pense with further proceedings under the 
call. 
p a rin g the call of tho roll, the one door 
w hich has always been kept open to allow 
ingress and egress was latched, and two 
doorkeepers were stationed at it to prevent 
m em bers leaving the cham ber. The first 
gentlem an to resent this enforced im prison­ 
m ent was Mr. Kilgore of Texas, who forced 
hack the fastenings and stalked into the 
lobby. 
At the m om ent Mr. Kilgore drove the door 
flying wide open Representative Dingle)' of 
M aine was approaching from the other side. 
T he door struck him w ith full force in the 
face, bruising his nose badly. For a tim e it 
was feared, and so generally reported, that 
the hone had been broken, but tiffs was 
found not to he the case. 
Mr. Kilgore was soon followed by Mr. 
Crairm of Texas, who adopted the same 
m ethod of procedure, w ithout hurting any 
RepublicanVs nose, or causing any further 
effusion of blood. 
Mr. Cummings of New York and Mr. 
Coleman of Louisiana approached the door 
together, and upon being inform ed th at 
there was "no thoroughfare” manifested 
such a disposition to break the door from its 
hinges that one of the doorkeepers pru­ 
dently removed the latch and perm itted 
them to pass 
A fter tiffs the rule wns som ew hat relaxed. 
F u rth er proceedings under tho rail were 
dispensed w ith—yens 136, nays 38. 
Tile journal wns then approved—yeas,153; 
nays, 6 : the clerk noting a quorum . 
Mr, Haugen dem anded the previous ques­ 
tion on the Langston-Venable contested 
election case, and succeeded, atter a long 
struggle. The Dem ocrats then retired, only 
Messrs. O’Ferrall, Crisp, Reilly, Holm an 
and P arrett rem aining In their seats. The 
previous question was ordered—yeas, 147; 
nays, 7; the clerk noting a quorum . 
Mr. Cheadle of Indiana and Mr. Coleman 
of Louisiana (Republicans) voted In the neg­ 
ative. 
Mr. Cheadle moved to recom m it the case. 
Lost—7 to 145. 
Tho question recurring on the m inority 
resolution, declaring Langston not elected, 
th 
'•Romm dissipated and a call of the 
hoil.50 was ordered, which 
disclosed tho 
presence of 107 members. 
The minority 
resolution was then rejected and tho vote 
was taken on the second m inority resolu­ 
tion, declaring Venable duly elected. Lost 
—4 to 155—tho speaker counting a quorum. 
The first m ajority resolution, declaring 
V enable not elected, was next In order, and 
again the quorum disappeared and once 
m ore it was necessary to order a call of 
the House. 
One more than a quorum 
responded on this call, and once more 
din th at quorum disappear on the pending 
resolution, the vote standing—yeas 142, 
nays 4, and once more a call was ordered. 
One hundred and sixty-four m em bers re­ 
sponded to this call, the Republican alisen- 
toes being T. M. Browne of Indiana, Butter- 
w orth, Connell, Dorsey, Ew art, Finley, 
Flood, K etcham , Knapp, M illiken, Peters, 
Sweney and W ilson of K entucky. 
There being no quorum, tho House by 
unanim ous consent took a recess till 
8 
o’clock. 
At its evening session the Houso postponed 
u ntil W ednesday next the hill granting pen­ 
sions to th e widows of Gens. McClellan, 
F rem ont and Cook. Seventy-two private 
pension hills were passed. 
This is a fair specimen of the m ethods of 
House procedure during the past week, yet 
a fair am ount of business has been pushed 
through.

Sheehy and Rev. David H um phreys of Tip­ 
perary have been issued. 
Tile news of the arrest created m uch talk 
iii London. Til© general feeling there is 
one of profound surprise, as the governm ent 
had kept its secret so well th at no hint of 
its intended action had readied tlie public. 
The P am ellites are by no m eans ('ast, down. 
T heir experience In the past leads them to 
take a philosophical view of tile situation, 
and to expect as the final outcom e advan­ 
tage to their cause.

In the Tipperary Court formal evidence of 
the arrest of O’Brien was given before Mag­ 
istrate Irwin, and Mr. Ronan, who con­ 
ducted the prosecution, asked th a t O'Brien 
tie rem anded. 
Inspector Raffer denied that Hie mission 
to America had anything w hatever to do 
w ith the case. Mr. O’Brien here rem arked

Advices from Hiogo state th a t the T urk­ 
ish man-of-war Erztogroul has foundered at 
sea, and th a t 500of her crew were drowned. 
The Erztogroul was a wooden frigate-built 
cruiser of 2344 tons displacem ent. 
She 
m ounted 41 guns of sm all calibre and was 
b u iltin 1803. Adm irals Osman Pasha and 
Ali Pasha, envoys of the Sultan to the Em ­ 
peror of Japan, were passengers on the 
Erztogroul and were drowned.

DION BOUCICAULT DEAD. 


Pneum onia Finds in the V eteran A ctor 
and 
P lay w rig h t an Easy V ictim — 
Sketch of His Life. 


N e w Y o r k , Sept. 18 .—D io n Boucicault, 
the fam ous playw right and actor, died this 
afternoon, at 6 .1 0 o’clock, at his home, 103 
W est 55th st. 
Despite lits advanced years, and tlie fact 
known to Ills friends for a t least a year past 
that he was affected w ith a disease of tho 
heart which m ight end his life at any 
time, his death was a painful surprise to 
even those nearest to him . He succum bed, 
not to his organic trouble, but to pneum o­ 
nia, which found in his w eakened vitality 
an easy victim . 
Dion Boucicault was the most prolific and 
Hie most successful English dram atist Of 
our era. 
Phe biographical chronicles furnished by 
him self gave the date of Ills birth. Dec. 26, 
1822, hut there is good reason to believe he 
came into the world eight or IO years earlier. 
He was born in Hie city of Dublin of an Irish 
motlier, and ids father was a French refu­ 
gee. He inherited seine of the most striking 
characteristics of the tw o nationalities, 
w inch were not put to gooff account until he 
R e g a n to W r it e P la y * . 
Boucicault was educated at Dublin and 
at the London U niversity, and was study­ 
ing architecture w hen ho wrote ills first 
play, "London Assurance." 
Tiffs was put upon th e London stage in 
1841, and won great praise from tile coin- 
edy-loving people. 
Iii February. 1842, lie brought out "Tlie 
Irish Heiress,” and in November, 1844, "Old 
Heads and Young H earts." 
Mr. Boucicault made hLs first appearance 
as un actor in London Ju n e J 4. 1862. In 
1853 lie cam e to Am erica and produced 
various plays throughout tho country; 
am ong them were a version of tile Iamis XI. 
of C&simir Dolavigne and a dram a called 
“Jan et Pride,” taken in part from M. d ’En- 
uery’s "M arie Jeanne.” 
Ile returned to E ngland In 1855, hut re­ 
m ained there only a short tim e, again visit­ 
ing this country in 1856. Miss Agues Rob­ 
ertson, an actress of grace, beauty and 
pathetic power, accom panied him on his 
second tour, and shortly after their arrival 
in tiffs country becam e Ids wife. 
W ith lier in Hie chief parts, lie brought 
out in New' York iii 1857 ami Hie three fol­ 
lowing years a series of 
very effective 
dram as. Among those whicli m ade good 
hits ware the following: "P au v rette” (from 
th e French); “Jessie Brown, or The Relief 
of Lucknow ,” in which lie acted Nana 
Sahib; “Dot, or The C ricket on the H earth ,” 
dram atized from Dickens to enable Joseph 
Jefferson to appear as Caleb P lum m er; 
"The Octoroon, iii which lie acted the In­ 
dian : "T he H eart of M id-Lothian,” “V anity 
Fair, "The Streets of New Y ork,"an d "Tho 
Colleen Bawn, or tho Bride of O arryow en.” 
In Septem ber, I860, Mr. and Mrs. Bouci­ 
cault returned to E ngland, and for the next 
four years brought out in London Hie 
dram as which had m et w ith such success in 
New' York. 
Iii 1865, and tho Avo subse­ 
quent years, he produced in London a series 
of dram as, chiefly sensational, am ong which 
were "The Long 
S trike,” 
"Tile Flying 
Scud,” 
" H u n t e d D o w n ," " A f t e r D a r k ," 
"Form osa,” "Jezebel" and tile “R apparee;” 
of these, "T he Flying Scud” (a horse racing 
play), and "Tho Long S trik e” (which had a 
telegraph scene), were tho most successful. 
Since 1871, Mr. Boucicault has visited 
England m any times. In 1878, Mr. Bouci­ 
cault 
becam e tho m anager of Booth's 
T heatre, New York, h ut his reign was short 
as the m elodram a on which he relied, 
“Rescued,” proved a dismal failure, 
Iii com pany w ith Charles Reade lie wrote 
the novel “ Foul Play, 
and in com pany 
with II. J. Byron the m elodram a "Lost at 
Sea." John Brougham , an English writer, 
claimed a share In "London Assurances’’ 
and Benjam in W ebster asserted a Joint 
authorship of “Ja n et P ride.” 
In the Irish plays Mr. Boucicault did his 
hest work, ana excelled iii a great degree 
his previous plays. “The Colleen B aw n,” 
Arrah-na-Pogite” and “The S haughran” are 
delightful dram as. 
Iii addition to the plays nam ed above lie 
has w ritten the following: 'T h e Trial of 
Effie D ean,” 1863; "The Streets of Lon­ 
don,” 1870; “The 
Parish C lerk.” 1866, 
w ritten expressly for Joseph 
Jefferson: 
“How Sho Loves Me,” 1868: "Bailli and 
Bijou.” 1872; “Faust and 
M arguerite,” 
"Paul L afarge," and “A 
Dark 
N ight’s 
W ork," 1H62; 
The Dead Secret,” 1878; 
"Andy B lake” and "T he Shaughruun.” 
Of recent years Mr. Boucicault suffered a 
sad loss in popularity through his unfortu­ 
nate dom estic relations, due entirely to Ids 
own im provident and impulsive nature. 
His wife, Agues Robertson, by wffiom lie 
had several children, is a woman of striking 
character and unsurpassed artistic ability, 
which won her the deserved affection of 
friends the world over. 
Mrs. Boucicault subsequently obtained a 
divorce, hu t not before lier husband had 
m arried Miss Louise T horndike iii Aus­ 
tralia, only to And upon lier arrival in 
America th at Hie highest legal tribunal in 
the British em pire had declared Agnes Rob­ 
ertson Ins lawful and only wife. 
N either Miss Thorndike nor Mr. Bouci­ 
cault paid any attention to tho decree, arid 
opposed the appeal on Hie part of Mrs. 
Boucicault, who, unable to obtain any 
financial assistance from her ex-husband in 
America, seized on all ids plays in England, 
and controls them today. 
Im m ediately upon tho rendering of the 
decree, Miss T horndike took the precaution 
of having a new m arriage ceremony per­ 
formed iii Pennsylvania, m aking lier now 
Mr. Boucicault’s widow. 
D uring the past two years Mr. Boucicault 
has been in rather unfortunate straits, u ntil 
A. M. Palm er, anxious to im prove his condi­ 
tion, appointed him to m anage his dram atic 
school, from whose ranks lie hoped to be 
able to continually strengthen hts popular 
company. 
To one generation Agues Robertson w as 
rem em bered as the favorite of tile past. To 
the world she stood as Dion B oucicault’s 
wife and the m otlier of his children. 
In the face of m ankind and the record, he 
denied th at she was his wife, and th at hor 
offspring were his. The only praise th at 
can be bestowed upon Mr. Boucicault here 
is th at 
H is I n t e lle c t u a l A b i lit y 
outlived h) several years his m oral sanity. 
Viewed generously, Mr. Boucicault was a 
singularly endowed m an. 
He possessed, 
along w ith tlie recklessness, tho hum or and 
the truculency of the Celtic tcinperanjer.t, 
som ething of the gayety aud the finesse and 
w it of the Frenchm an. 
He m ade three fortunes and died penni­ 
less. No one will ever know how m uch of 
his income was squandered in idle specula­ 
tion. 
He was denied th at judiciousness 
w hich can estim ate the value of money. 
The generous tribute th at can he uttered 
now' w here there should be m uch silence is 
th at m illions who rem em ber the "Colleen 
Bawn” will have a grateful thought for the 
m agician who kept tile world entranced so 
long, and other m illions who still linger 
w ith delight in the rom antic shadows of 
"Rip Van W inkle,” will believe th a t Dion 
Boucicault w as indeed an enchanter.

Ile is a verm in 
w hen allow ed to live, he has no use when 
dead no m ore than Reynard : he is sw ift on 
tim hoof, he is full of strategy, ho puts to | 
the test th e endurance of m en and dogs and 
horse*. Therefore is th e kangaroo in h ig h ­ 
est favor w ith tho Centaur race of E nglish­ 
m en w hich is grow ing up beneath Southern 
stars. 
T hey h ave a phrase w hich one w ill never 
hear elsew here. 
"Roll 
u d” 
is colonial 
idiom for an invitation to all neighbors 
w ith in a radius of several hundred sparsely 
.settled m iles to com e togeth er for a f w 
d avs’ pleasant m eeting. 
Men and boy# and 
blackfellow s ride out in tile afternoon a 
score of m iles aw ay and form a lin e of 
beaters as far as th ey can exten d in open 
order. 
D uring th e n igh t their dogs, w ell 
trained in th e sport, drive the w andering 
kangaroo w ith in th e heaters’ line, 
At daybreak th e horsem en begin to drive 
th e great hopper# before th em toward the 
w ide opening of the fences, th e dogs oper­ 
atin g betw een th e drivers, and tho be*t 
trained of all covering th e bare hanks. 
A t 
first one sees here and th ere a blue or black 
anim al h ornin g out of sigh t am ong th e 
trees or outlined upon tile edge of th e plain. 
B ut as th e chase contin ues th e kangaroos 
are m ore num erous, th e horses tako th e 
hu ntin g fever as they sen before them a 
m ad stam pede. T ho fence# are read ied , 
m e stam pede becom es a livin g stream of 
terrified anim als, crowded closer and closer 
on tho ever narrow ing w av. 
At last thoy 
pour into th e inclosure, pan ting and worn. 
T hey look about them from th eir g en tle 
eyes and see nothing but th e shouting m ob 
of m en, w ho stand upon the fence# and 
club the beasts to death 
Tho drive is 
sport if only th ere w ero not th at trap at 
its furt her goal. Tho end is sim ple butchery. 
The kangaroo can g iv e hotter sport than 
in the drive, a chase in w hich it has an 
even chance for its life, a chase ven tu re­ 
som e enough to .satisfy th e m ost danger 
loving. 
Tho tim id anim al sniffs danger, 
takes alarm and starts across country iu 
long graceful leaps w hich teem alm ost tire­ 
less. 
Horse and hounds follow on his track, 
no slig h t barrier w ill cause the little leaper 
to sw erve from hts path, few leaps can th e 
chase m ake in w hich th e pursuer w ill not 
rival him . 
M iles My backw ard under hop­ 
ping legs and running legs alik e u n til after 
a burst of in or 2d railes one begins to fail 
or tile other. 
It is a fair chance. 
N one but Australian dogs and A ustralian 
horses can enter th e chase. T here is not 
another strain of horsefiash G ained to,.um p 
an nlm ost invisib le wire fence w ith out k ill 
lu g th e rider. 
Brought to bay w itli its back 
against a tree th e kangaroo has no longer 
fear of dogs or m en, aud olten does deadly 
work w ith th e sin gle steely claw w hich 
arm s each hind foot. 
It is com m on to see 
dogs ripped open from breast to haunch, 
and fatal accidents to m en and horses are 
by no m eans of rare occurrence. 
Equal sport and equal danger are afforded 
by the em u, great w ingless birds a little 
sm aller than the ostrich aud covered w ith 
feath ers lik e tags of tw in e. 
In speed th ere 
is little difference betw een em u and kan ga­ 
roo and th ey are each arm ed w itli a single 
sh am claw on each loot. 
T here is th is d if­ 
ference, how ever: T ile kangaroo kicks lik e 
a h orse, th e em u lik e a man. T he bird is 
not such a cow ard: he w ill run until ho 
th in k s th at he has run far enough and then 
he w ill boldly attack his pursuer. 
W hen a 
hunter is chased by a k ick in g em u he needs 
a good horse and good m an agem en t to com e 
Tictorious out of the encounter. 
D ogs are 
worse than useless, because an em u w ill 
seldom run from them , but show s tigh t at 
once. 
U pon th o plains roam packs of dors w hich 
are neith er dogs nor w olves, but som eth in g 
of both. 
They have not courage enough to 
attack a m an nor cow ardice enough to shun 
him . 
T hey are a# w ary as antelop es and it 
calls for skill in stalk in g to g e tw ith in range, 
but after th e first shot tho furious pack w ill 
snarl about the hunter w ith out ever once 
attem ptin g to tear him , and thus he can k ill 
them all. 
There is a great and distressingly ugly 
looking lizard to lie found on th e bare plains, 
th e iguan a or. as it is com m on ly called, th e 
“gow anna.” 
T hough large, it is, lik e all 
lizards, devoid of venom and in no w ay has 
a disposition corresponding to its unpleasant 
exterior; fu rth erm ore.it possesses th e ad­ 
vantage of being e x cellen t eating, w hich is 
m ore than can be said of m ost A ustralian 
gam e, 
it lives underground rn burrows 
w hich are a trap to a horse’s legs a n d a 
rider’s integrity of lim b. 
Perhaps because of th is m an ifest danger 
it is considered great sport to hu nt the 
gow anna on horseback and w ith spears 
m uch as one goes pig sticking. 
In th e hot 
su n ligh t the groat lizard craw ls from its 
burrow and wanders often far from its hole 
in search of tho insects and sm all anim als 
on w hich it feeds. 
W hen chased it w ill 
enter no hole but its ow n hom e, and as it 
run# very sw iftly th e attem p t to spear it is 
a short and very ex citin g one. 
T he story runs th at it was a keen desire 
for true E nglish sport th at led som e early 
colonists to introduce th e rabbit in A ustra­ 
lia. 
In th e papers of M elbourne. Sydney. 
A delaide, w ill be found scores of ad vertise­ 
m ents. each headed in black letters: "Gen­ 
tlem en and sportsm en, atten tion .” T h e an­ 
nouncem ent runs th at th e undersigned, ana 
he is m u ltitu de, lies accom m odation for 
anyw here from half a dozen to a score of 
sporting gents, w ill supply th em w ith the 
best of food, w ill place at th eirdisposal guns 
of th e best m ake and standard am m unition, 
and w ill g ive them th e am ount of the 
bounty on every scalp in cash, thus savin g 
th em th e bother of collection, if thor onlv 
w ill com e out to his run in the country and 
k ill som e of his rabbits.

ImWiscomin. J< un Sh em ma n is all at once 
moved to tell what ho knowsabout farming, 
from the standpoint of his two Ohio larms. 
Gen. J oe Wheeler says he has made a mil­ 
lion since the war at farming and that there 
are millions more in it. Senator Stanford 
points to the setting sun and calls attention 
to his farm, as big as a small empire, though 
he is not quite sure that he ever saw it. 
Senator Blair invites everybody to come 
to Now Hampshire, where farms can he 
had in job lots at $5 an acre. In short, from 
North. South, l ast and West farming as a 
political feature is receiving an unprece­ 
dented boom. 
The Farmers’ Alliance is certainly to be 
congratulated upon its good office> in thus 
turning the thoughts of overworked politi­ 
cians back upon the peaceful plough. This 
growiug affection for the honest yeomanry 
of the land shows that our lawmakers are 
getting nearer to nature and imitating the 
high standards of the old Greeks. If this { 
nappy drift towards primeval virtue contin- ' 
ues future generations may yet behold an 
American Congress 
inspired by honest 
hearts and hands, with a big squash as the ; 
legislative emblem 
and some possibly

sitting in the White House as the first 
farmer of the land. 
Let us hope that the present gratifying j 
rise in rural ambitions in Congress rests 
upon a surer foundation than the mere 
number of votes the Farmer*’ Alliance is 
liable to throw in the November elections.

The deep and general interest felt in the 
Mississippi constitutional convention will 
cause renewed discussion in many circles 
concerning the true basis of the right of 
suffrage. 
Multitudes of political talkers j 
and writers are easily agitated at the sug­ 
gestion of the curtailment of that right in 
the case oi the negroes of the South, who 
yet see no cause for indignation in the fact 
that women of 
education, abilitv aud 
probity are politically suppressed in all the 
States except the newly admitted Wyoming. 
But there are hundreds of thousands, both 
men and women, in this country, who be­ 
lieve that such suppression is oppression, 
and that the right of suffrage ought not to 
be limited to one sex any more than to one 
race. To all such tho proposition before the 
Mississippi convention for a modified form 
of woman suffrage has its special interest 
and significance. The proposition is that 
women who own. or whoso husbands own, 
$200 worth of property may vote by male 
proxy. .Just at present, the Latin maxim 
"to be astonished at nothing,” would seem 
a very appropriate motto in politics. But, 
judging by the comments of the press, on- ! 
ponents of woman suffrage in the North are 
somewhat surprised to see it brought up as 
one of the possibilities for the South. One 
Boston daily hastens, with an amusing 
degree of loftiness, to object to the Qualified 
form of the measure suggested. "Perish 
proxies 
and 
property qualification,” it 
woald say, "equal suffrage for women or 
none at all. Modified rights are more in­ 
sulting than no rights.” But those who are 
working for equal rights are not so top­ 
lofty. They 
are 
practical 
enough 
to 
be willing, alter 
a 
century 
of 
polit­ 
ical 
no 
bread 
for 
women, 
to 
en- 
dure the suggestion of a half loaf, so that 
the Woman’s Journal considers that partial 
woman suffrage in Mississippi would be a 
gain worth haviug. 
But whatever the fate of this particu­ 
lar 
measure, the fact of 
its appear­ 
ance shows the vitality 
of

idea. 
No doubt, whatever support it may receive 
in Mississippi will be due far more to 
strength of feeling against india'am inate 
negro suffrage than to any great love for 
women’s rights. But, practically viewed.

Hayes Gave Harrison a Precedent for 
Calling Extra Session.

THE MYSTERY OF MARS. 


The planet Mars is perhaps the most 
interesting of all the heavenly bodies. One 
of the nearest to that on which we live. 
Mars possesses also, as far as science has 
been able to determine, the conditions 
essential for the existence of creatures 
resembling those that inhabit our world. If 
we aro to suppose that any of the heavenly 
bodies are the abodes of rational beings— 
let us say human beings - it is more reasona­ 
ble to suppose that they exist on Mars than 
on any other planet, for thoro the conditions 
of warmth, moisture and gravitation most 
nearly approximate thoso with which wo 
are familiar. More is known of the geog­ 
raphy of Mars than of the geography of any 
other sphere except our own, not except­ 
ing the moon, which is the nearest of all. 
The surface of Mars is divided into land 
and water, but there are no great oceans 
like those of the earth. 
Water flows in and 
out between bodies of land, and is usually 
nearly surrounded by it, something after 
the manner of the Mediterranean, 
the 
Adriatic, the Baltic and the Red seas. Some 
of the seas appear to be almost entirely 
closed, like the Black sea and the great 
lakes of America. 
Astronomers have for some years thought 
that they could detect evidences of tile ex­ 
istence of a highly civilized race of beings 
on Mars. Some of the seas appear to be 
connected across strips of intervening land 
by lines which are thought to be canals. 
They are as straight as arrows and con­ 
tinued in some cases for hundreds of 
miles, so that it is difficult, In fact 
impossible, 
to 
suppose 
them 
to 
be 
natural 
channels 
of water. Sometimes 
they radiate iroin a central spot. like tho 
spokes of a wheel, and in that case we may 
suppose tho central spot or hub to be a 
great city, having need of extensive water­ 
ways. Often the supposed canals are in 
pairs and parallel. This would scorn to be 
a needless expenditure of energy, but no 
more so than the parallel railroads we have 
on earth. 
Two things, however, rather disturb the 
faith cf those who hold that these straight 
lines aro canals which prove the existence 
either of man or of some other highly de­ 
veloped being. The fii^l is their enormous 
size. To say nothing of their length, they 
must be many miles in width. If they are 
canals they far surpass in magnitude any 
similar works ever attempted on this globe 
of ours. Compared with them the Panama 
canal of D e L e s srcvs would be a roadside 
ditch. 
Only 
a 
race 
of giants 
could 
need such canals and an engineering skill 
immeasurably 
in advance of 
anything 
known oil earth would be needed to con­ 
struct them. The second objection is that 
the canals do not grow gradually, as if they 
were 
the fruits of some titanic labor. 
While they are usually stable, new ones do 
sometimes appear all at once, as if they 
sprang into existence by magic. It has been 
suggested by conservatives that tney may 
bo 
merely 
an 
optical 
illusion 
caused 
by refraction of 
light, but in 
view of their general fixed character, well- 
defined geographical 
relations and oc* 
I casional queer antics, that seems improb- 
1 able. It bas also been suggested that they 
j may be some kind of magic-lantern device 
which the inhabitants of Mars use pur­ 
posely to retract the attention of the 
astronomers of this earth, in the hope of 
I getting a return signal and satisfying the 
j Martial astronomers whether our planet is 
1 oris not the abode of enlightened beings. 
A valuable addition to the stock of in­ 
formation on this most interesting subject, 
has been recently contributed by the As­ 
tronomer S c h ia p a r e l l i of the Milan Uni- 
veisity, as we learn through tho cable re- 
ports of the New York Herald. One of the 
Martial seas, in sue and shape something 
like our Black Sea, bas been observed by 
this astronomer to be cut in two by what he 
describes as "a yellow band” which divides 
It into two unequal parts. 
Is this a 
bridge? In the same way a lake has been 
discovered to be bisected, and "five im. 
mouse canals were also divided into two 
parts by two straight lines absolutely oar- 
aliet to each other, in the same manner that 
a certain number of enigmatic canals were 
noticed to have been divided some years 
ago.” 
What these lines can be, what the expla­ 
nation of their mathematical exactitude, 
forms one of the most absorbing mysteries 
of modern astronomy. The next favorable 
opportunity for viewing the planet occurs 
in 1892. and then we shall perhaps know 
more about it. 


If the present session of Congress comes 
to an end by the 80th of September, as most 
people believe to be the caso, Congress will 
have been in session exactly 301 days. 
Only twice before in the history of the 
country have there been longer sessions. 
The first session of the last Congress lasted 
until the 20th of October, making a session 
of 321 days. The first session of tho 31st 
Congress, which began on Dec. 3,1849, did 
not adjourn until Sept. 30,1850, a session of 
302 days, and the first session of the 32d 
Congress lasted from Pee. I, 1851, to Aug. 
31,1852, a period of 275 days. 
In only three other instances has Congress 
been at work in regular session as late as 
Sept. I. The first session of the 1st Con­ 
gress did not adjourn until Sept. 29, 1789, 
but as it began on March 4 of the same 
year its sitting lasted only 210 days. 
The 
first session of the 31st Congress, as already 
stated, lasted until Sept. 30. 
Tile second session of the 40th Congress 
«4gan on Dec. 3,1867, and adjourned sine 
die iii November, 1868. During this Session, 
however, an adjournment was taken from 
July 25 to Sept. 21; from the latter date to 
Oct. 16, and from that day to Nov. IO. so 
that itfuictual sitting lasted only 237 days. 
Tho 40th Congress adjourned Oct. 20, having 
been in continuous session since Dec. 5, 
previously. 
In this connection it is interesting to note 
that .while the long session of the last Con­ 
gress was longer than the present one, so 
far, yet there are 87 more paces in the Con­ 
gressional Record of this session than there 
were in that of last. 
A member of a mathematical turn of 
mind, in a spare moment tho other day, 
figured out that every member has spoken 
on an average 105 words a minute from the 
day Congress first met. 
D ozen D eath s D em an d ed . 
Death has been very bitsy in this Con­ 
gress. The grim reaper commenced his 
work early, and ho has kept it it up with 
persistent regularity all the time. In the 
interval between the adjournment of the 
50th Congress and the meeting of tho pres­ 
ent one half a dozen members were stricken 
down, and since the House was called to 
order last December an equal number 
littx’e passed over to the silent majority. 
There has been no Congress when death 
has ca rried off such cele orated men as it 
has in the present Congress. Four men of 
national reputation, three of them members 
of the House whom every visitor asked to 
have pointed out, died iq harness. Cox, 
Randall and Kelley were the shining marks 
which the great destroyer struck at in the 
House; ami iii the Senate,. Bock of Ken­ 
tucky, a man of equal prominence of char­ 
acter, paid the inexorable debt to nature. 
There have been few Congresses in which 
the number of deaths have not dropped 
below half a dozen, but not many in which 
the flags over the two houses have hung at 
half mast as ofton as during the present 
session, and there are still some months of 
the present Congress yet to bf) gone through. 
The 44th Congress was the one most fre­ 
quently visited by the angel of death. In 
that Congress no fewer than 13 members 
died, ana yet it had a dozen or less members 
than the present one. There have been but 
two Congresses in the entire 51 whose ranks 
have not been thinned by death. The 2d’ 
Congress did not lose a single one of its 99 
members, nor the 4th any of its 137, al­ 
though tho 1st, which had but Pl, lost two, 
Senator William Grayson and Congressman 
Theodore Bland, both of Virginia. There 
have been nearly 300 deaths in Congress 
since the 1st Congress was elected, and in 
this number is included one vice-president, 
d r o w n G ra y in th e S ervice. 
The mention of the death of Judge Kelley, 
who was for so long "the father of the 
House,” brings to mind the fact that there 
are still men in Congress who antedated 
Judge Kelley’s term of sendee by a great 
mnny years. There aro still In Congress 
survivors of every Congress since and in­ 
cluding the 31st, which was elected in the 
great Gass-Taylor campaign of 1848, and 
tho members of which tonic their seats on 
the 3d oi December, 1849, a Congress 
which, as I have already said, remained in 
session 302 days, and which was the longest 
Congress on record until the last House had 
to wrestle with the Mills bill. 
It seems strange to think that there should 
now be in Congress a man who was first 
elected 40 years ago, but such there is in 
the person of Senator Isliam G. Harris of 
Tennessee, who was elected to the House in 
the 31st Congress. He is the sole survivor 
of those times. Harris, however, dropped 
out of legislative lite after serving a couple 
of terms in the House, so that he has not 
had an experience as long or continuous as 
a great many other men. 
The doyen of Congress is tho venerable 
senator from Vermont, Justin S. Morrill, 
who has served 12 years in the House and 
23 in the Senate. Next to him comes Henry 
L. Dawes of Massachusetts, w ith 38 years to 
his credit, and then John Sherman, who 
has been in public life OI years. Although 
Mr. Sherman’s term is four years shorter 
than that of Mr. Morrill’s he is really tho 
senior senator, as he has been 25 years iii 
the Senate against Mr. Morrill’s 28. 
Besides those already mentioned there 
are eight men who have served over 20 
years in Congress. These men are: Senator 
Allison of Iowa, 27 years; Representative 
Holman of Indiana. 25 years; Representa­ 
tive O’Neill of Pennsylvania, 25 years; 
Senator Edmunds of Vermont, 24 years; 
Senator Voorhees of Indiana, 23 years; Rep­ 
resentative Ketchum of New York, 21. years; 
Senator Hoar of Massachusetts, 21 years, 
and Senator Hale of Maine, 21 years, 
llx tru Sessions F u r B e tw e e n . 
Although it has not yet been officially an­ 
nounced that the President Intends to call 
Congress together in extra session next 
November, there is a strong impression pre­ 
vailing among public men that such is his 
intention. 
The discussion of the advisability of this 
act has naturally turned public attention to 
the number of times presidents have con- 
ve-ned Congress in extra session since the 
birth of the Republic. They have been 
very chary about doing this, and only when 
some foreign or domestic question of the 
greatest importance had to he settled. 
There have been all told only IO extra 
sessions, and they Mere called by the fob 


Rutherford B. Hayes (tw ice).B 
The first extra session was held on May 
15.1797. This country had got into diffi­ 
culties with France, and it looked as if we 
should have to fight the republic. Matters 
in dispute between the two countries were, 
however, satisfactorily arranged, aud there 
was no war. 
Thomas Jefferson brought Congress to­ 
gether before its time to consider the pur­ 
chase of Louisiana. James Madison needed 
the advice of the law-making branch of the 
government in regard to the war with Groat 
Britain and for the furnishing of supplies. 
When Martin Van Buren assumed office the 
country was in the throes of a financial 
panic, and Congress had to take some meas­ 
ures of relief. This was the object of the 
extra session of that administration. 
Tippecanoe Harrison was confronted by 
the same question of the finances of the 
country when he assumed office, and the 
action of Congress was again necessary 
to carry out the plans inaugurated by hts 
predecessor. 
There was a hiatus of 15 
years until another special session was 
called. 
It was the time of the Kansas 
troubles, aud tile army appropriation bill 
contained a proviso prohibiting tho use of 
the army in enforcing the acts of the pro­ 
slavery Legislature in Kansas. The Senate 
refused to agree to the passage of the bill 
w ith tho proviso in it, and the hill failed 
to become a law. President Pierce at once 
called Congress together in extra session, 
and tim bill. having been changed to suit 
the views of the Senate, it was passed. 
The most important of all extra sessions 
was that convened on the 4th of July, 1861, 
by President Abraham Lincoln. 
At that 
session money was appropriated for the 
army and navy, a call was issued for half a 
million volunteers and other important 
military action was taken looking to the 
vigorous prosecution of the war. 
Hayes convened Congress in extraordi­ 
nary session tw ice inside of 17 months. On 
both occasions the necessity arose from the 
fact that appropriation bills had not been 
passed ana that unless Congress came to 
the rescue the wheels of government would 
be blocked. With the exception of Hayes’ 
sessions, it will be seen that Congress has 
never been asked to meet before the regu­ 
lar time, except there were questions of the 
greatest moment demanding immediate 
consideration.

THE CAVE OF CROCODILES. 


M arvellous Story of an Egyptian Trav­ 
eller-W eird and Strange Relics of 
the Fast Brought to Light. 
(St. James Gazette.] 
Dropping down the Nile, very late in the 
spring of 1863, our dahabeeli was becalmed 
off Mnnfolcot, and the dragoman, badgered 
by two young Britons to find them sport, 
unwillingly named the pits of Maabdeh. 
In the beginning of this century a certain 
Mr. Leigh, M. P., explored them with most 
disastrous results. Ilia narrative may be 
found in a quaint old child’s book called 
Winter Evenings,” extracted, doubtless, 
from some record which I never came 
across. My recollections cannot be trusted 
to tell what happened to Mr. Leigh pre­ 
cisely; but I knew that one of his follow ers 
died in the cavern, another was lost, a>third 
escaped after awful suffering, and finally 
they had to run the gauntlet of an infu­ 
riated population to the river side, whence 
the pasha, or somebody, sent the prisoners 
to Cairo. 
On the whole it was a very striking ad­ 
venture, a special favorite in our nursery. 
So, when the dragoman suggested in this 
casual wav a visit to the crocodile pits of 
Maabdeh, it seemed very strange and thrill­ 
ing to my mind—as though he had proposed 
a trip to fairyland by excursion train, tv e 
■would follow tho steps of the unfortunate 
member of Parliament to the bitter end. 
Our dragoman became serious now. He 
urged that it was much too late In the day 
for starting, and ive had to subm it: doubt­ 
less the good man hoped a wind would 
spring up in the night, but he was disap­ 
pointed. Long before dawn on the morrow 
we set out, and in the afternoon we reached 
tho spot. 
The entrance of the pits is an oblong 
fissure in the middle of a small plateau 
among the mountains—that is, no other en­ 
trance was known in 1863. There are no 
facilities for descent; one may let one’s self 
fall sheer a m atter of nine or ten feet, and 
clamber up again with the help of a donkey 
boy’s cummerbund. 
I do not recollect that 
the ugly possibilities of this situation struck 
us at all, but perhaps some measures had 
been taken to make sure that the boys did 
not desert. 
One of them, indeed, headed 
the advance; our dragoman had never been 
down before. 
The Arab began by stripping completely, 
and he advised us to do tne same. I lien we 
lighted a candle each, and in a single file 
dived into the bowels of the rock. At a few' 
feet distance the passage narrowed rapidly 
until there was only room to crawl along on 
one’s stomach. 
This first gallery niay he 
some 50 yards long; it opens on a chamber 
.spacious enough, but a natural cavern evi­ 
dently. On the further side runs another 
gallery as cramped aa the last, heated like 
a furnace, recking xvi th foul air, vile stench 
of bats, and pungent fumes of bitumen. 
Then we understood why the Arab had 
stripped. 
This frightful passage may be 
IOO yards long, or the double of that or 
more-—one is unused to measure distances 
crawling like a snake on one’s stomach. 
At the end lies another chamber, of good 
height, apparently, if the floor were cleared; 
but the whole area is blocked with enor­ 
mous musses of stone packed as close as 
th ey xviii stand, over which oho has to 
clamber stooping. Here myriads of bats 
assail the explorer, blowing out his candle 
instantly, cling to his ha;r and beard in 
ropes. A moment more and they vanish 
with a soft rustle of countless wings, such 
as I have hoard in other climes when tho 
sand grouse fly overhead at daw n and even­ 
ing. On the opposite side of this vault the 
first trace of handiwork is observed—a 
square doorway 
I, myself, would have been quite satisfied 
to drop the track of Mr. Leigh s footsteps at 
this point. Bm tho dragoman we* inter­ 
ested now -taking perhaps a professional 
pride in putting business through success­ 
fully. He could speak w ith the guide also. 
So xve went on, still upon our stomachs, for 
an indefinite time, in an atmosphere be­ 
yond analysis and heat beyond example in 
the upper air. It xvas here, probably, that 
Mr. Leigh’s parly broke down, for I think 
they did not reach the end. 
We did. Alter some hundreds of yards. 
as it seemed, slowly the passage heightened 
—one could get upon one’s knees; and then 
the flooring changed from smooth granite 
to a soft uneven compost. I lowered my 
candle 
to observe. Wo xvero crouching 
along over kneaded human forms. 
A von’ strange spectacle, which seemed to 
us an embodied nightmare under the ex­ 
citement of that aw ful journey. I think I 
xvas almost delirious. No scene rocurs to 
my memory now more fresh and striking 
than that black cave, xvitli a slender gloxv 
of candle-light here and there, and the naif- 
naked figures glistening xvith perspiration 
stretched out above a pavement ot heads 
and limbs. Many of the faces had been 
gilt and they shone flickering here and 
there upon the dusky mass. We could not 
get any explanation of the extraordinary 
mangling. Tho Arab said things had been 
so ever since he could recollect. 
It must be supposed that these xvere mum­ 
mies of priests and attendants buried with 
the sacred reptiles in their charge-great 
personages some of them evidently. Their 
families had been laid with them, for there 
were as many wonton perhaps its men, and a 
great number of children., Every one had 
been stripped and torn to pieces—all of those 
on the surface at least, tor a hurried exain- 
ination failed to show how deep the serried 
pile of bodies Jay. Mingled xvitli them were 
sheets anil strips of cloth, fragments of sar­ 
cophagi, and quantities of women’s hair on 
scalps—wigs possibly. 
On the other side of this vault is the 
hindermost battalions of the crocodile host 
—innumerable. 
Standing on the human 
pavement there is just space enough above 
and in front to observe the manner of their 
disposal, for the topmost layer has been 
pulled down. If it xvero not certain for 
other reasons that the present entrance is 
not that formerly used, the arrangement of 
those crocodile mummies would prove it. 
They filled the space completely from floor 
to arch and side to side, until the upper ones 
were removed—neatly aligned, tail to head, 
head to tail, with palm leaves laid between 
and the interstices filled up with countless 
multitudes of young and eggs, these latter 
tied in bundles and wrapped each one in a 
strip of cloth. 
Since every layer was piled to the roof, it 
is manifest that those who arranged them 
must have worked backwards, ana since it 
xvould be as easy to drag an elephant 
through those passages as to drag the 
superb specimens here—unequalled in my 
experience of alligators and crocodiles— 
they must needs have been brought from 
the other side. The demonstration is com­ 
plete. for xve had extremest difficulty in 
drawing behind us two heads chosen trout 
among the smaller ones. 
Moreover it is 
unlikely that the bats used that long sub­ 
terranean 
outlet; 
they 
are 
probably 
acquainted with a bettor and nearer route. 
I fancy that the enormous blocks of stone 
upon the floor of the second chamber had 
been put there after excavation, out of the 
way. No one can form an idea hoxv far the 
caverns extend. 
Removing tho top layers 
as they went, and crawling beneath the 
roof. Arabs, xve xvere told, had explored a 
vault beyond this and found more croco­ 
diles still on the further side. Tho moun­ 
tain, they said, xvas stuffed with them, and 
it is possible. Assuredly the pits are a mine 
of nitrate, and the exportation of mummies 
for mauure may effect one good thing at 
least by causing them to be emptied. Treas­ 
ures may be beyond the vaults where thoso 
myriads of crocodiles are stored.

TWO HONORED AND FIFTY MILLIONS. 


Profits of the Hudson Bay Fur Company 
Since Its Organization—Agents who 
Move Like Methodist Minister*. 
[Duluth Herald.] 
Among the guests at the Spalding this 
morning were Newton Flanagan and 
family, who registered from Port Arthur. 
For SO years Mr. Flannigan has been one of 
the trusted employes of the great Hudson 
Buy Company, the greatest and oldest fur 
company in existence. He has visited most 
of the fur country from Labrador to the 
Nipigon and north on all shores of Hudson 
hay and has had a life full of strange ex­ 
periences. 
The Hudson Bay Company was first or­ 
ganized in 1070, a charter being granted by 
King Charles ot England to “Prince Rupert 
and 17 gentlemen,” the company being 
styled "Governor and company, adventurers 
of England for trading into Hudson bay.” 
From the very start the profits of the com­ 
pany were enormous, and they are esti­ 
mated at no less than $250,000,000 for the 
past 250 years, or over $1,000,000 per year. 
Most of this great sum is credited to the last 
IOO years, or since means of transportation 
to trade centres have been facilitated by the 
inventive 
geniuses 
who created steam 
travel. In 1749 an attempt was made by 
Parliament to break the charter, but the 
company had grown so powerful that the 
effort was unsuccessful. 


Indian war the losses were 81,000,000. In 
1763 the company, which, by its charter, 
owned over 1,000,000 square miles of land 
around Hudson bay, was pitted against a 
rival, the Northwestern Fur Company of 
Montreal.

mg posts, which, when the country become! 
settled, will be sold or improved.” 
Since 1869 Mr. Flannigan has been th« 
agent of the company at its most impor­ 
tant posts. "My first post when I became 
connected with the Hudson Bay Com­ 
pany,” said Mr. Flannigan to a reporter, 
"was 
on 
the 
coast 
of 
Labrador. 
There I remained three years, trailing 
with Esquimaux and Indians. There were 
plenty of fox, sable and other valuable fur 
animals. I1 rom Labrador I xvas sent to the 
Saguenay river country, 200 miles north of 
Quebec. Eighteen years of my life was 
spent here xvith my family. The country is 
delightful, the climate salubrious.

wilderness then abounded in game of all 
sorts and our fur trade xvas large. But civ­ 
ilization drove out the animals, and the op­ 
erations of tho company were centralized 
further west. 
"Then I came to the Nipigon region.” con­ 
tinued the old trader. "My post was near 
the lake, where the Canadian Pacific bow 
has a station. Red Rock. The scenery there 
is magnificent, and as a country for sports­ 
men it is without equal. My life there has 
been enjoyable, for many sportsmen visit 
the river for trout.

P h rases 
occur h ere an d th ere th a t in d icate m a rv e l­ 
lous skill in Hie art of using w ords b e au ti­ 
fully. 
B ut th e re is an absence of rh eto rical 
pow er. 
T ile g re a t p reach er reads poetic 
passages in a sing-song tone, an d th e re is a 
stran g e and u n p leasan t em phasis a t u n im ­ 
p o rta n t points. T he 
sp eak er goes along 
sm oothly enough an d w ith quito satisfac­ 
tory d istin ctn ess u n til about th o m id d le of 
a sentence, a n d th e n th o voice drops w ith 
u n acco u n tab le suddenness, an d im p o rtan t 
parts of speech are slu rred o v er w ith d is­ 
agreeable h aste. 
T h e voice is hoarse an d h a rd , an d h as lit­ 
tle flexibility, b u t am azin g range. Dr. H ale 
usu ally read s from m a n u scrip t. H is ges­ 
tu res are few and n e v e r very em p h atic. 
At 
tim es th e ta ll figure seem s to rise sev eral 
inches h ig h e r iii th e im p etu o sity of tho 
p re a ch e r’s th o u g h t. 
A ny m ore th rillin g 
and m ajestic figure could h a rd ly be con­ 
ceived th a n th a t of tim w onderful m an 
w h en h e raises his rig h t h an d , as lie often 
does, w ith th e index finger ex ten d ed up ­ 
w ard, am i th e folds of th e long m a n tle fall­ 
ing pictu resq u ely from th e o u tstretch ed 
forearm . T h en he is eloquent. T h e w ords 
com e sw iftly, and th o reso n an t voice rings 
like a h a m m e r on th e anvil. 
Y esterday m o rn in g his serm on w as w h at 
h e called a b irth d a y serm on. 
It w as de­ 
signed to reflect id eas in cid en tal to th e re­ 
m em b ran ce of th e 260th a n n iv e rsa ry of the 
founding of B oston. 
W hy w as it, ho asked, w ith e v id e n t pride, 
th a t N ew E n g lan d had done so m u ch m ore 
th a n its sh are to w ard th e a d v an c e m e n t of 
e v ery th in g noble an d v a lu a b le in m odern 
civ ilizatio n ? N atu re h a d d e alt so h a rd w ith 
M assachusetts th a t n o t since th e tim e of 
W in th ro p had Now E n g lan d produced food 
enough in v ariety to m in iste r to th e physical 
w onts of tile people. 
T h e people owed, 
therefore, n o th in g to n a tu ra l advantages, 
b u t ev ery th in g to th a t m ost ch aracteristic 
tra it of New' E n g lan d ch arac te r, in d u stry . 
F o r every p a ir ox h a n d s th e re has been a 
head to d ire c t those hands. 
N ot only in d u stry , b u t in te llig e n t in d u s­ 
try , th erefo re, w as w h a t distin g u ish ed and 
has m ade fam ous tile efforts of th e Now 
E n g lan d pioneer. 
A nd n o t alone in te lli­ 
gent. b u t consecrated in d u stry . W h eth er it 
w as in sp littin g clapboards, o r c atch in g cod­ 
fish, or any o th er labor, h o w ev er sm all or 
groat, e v ery th in g w as done to tho glory of 
God. T h e p rim itiv e m an lived as tile a rch ­ 
angels liv e—in close relatio n to th e infinite. 
H e deified th e sp irit of w ork, and th e people 
th a t h av e m ade M assachusetts h av e created 
m ore th an an y o th e r people ev er did create 
u n d e r sim ilar conditions. 
D r. H alo repeats w ords and sen ten ces very 
often, and th e rep etitio n is alw ays in slow', 
m easu red tones, v ery u n lik e his custom ary 
delivery. H e ad h eres p re tty closely to his 
m anuscript. 
T ile tilin g ab o u t h im th a t 
strik es tile occasional o b serv er m ost forcibly 
is th e look of in fin ite sorrow and w eariness 
th a t tile face h a b itu a lly w ears. 
T h e te x t th a t he used for h is serm on yes­ 
te rd a y w as; "S eek ye first th e kingdom of 
God and H is righteousness, an d all these 
th in g s sh all bo ad d ed u n to y o u .” 
E m ory J. H aynes of th e T rem o n t T em ple 
is th e m an am ong all B oston’s p ro m in en t 
p reach ers w hose m a n n e r in th e p u lp it is 
probably m ost d istin c t from th a t of Dr. 
H ale. 
In fact Mr. H aynes d o esn ’t preach 
from a p u lp it. Ile stan d s on th o big p la t­ 
form w ith tiers of au d ito rs b eh in d him and 
on e ith e r side. and seats of listen ers in front 
of an d b e n ea th him . 


EMORY J. HAYNES. 


T o m eet Mr. H aynes on th e stre et nobody 
w o rld ev er suspect for an in sta n t th a t lie 
w as a preacher. His black m o u stach e and 
expansive im perial are alw ays w'ell kept, and 
his slig h t trim figure bears every evidence 
of m ost elab o rate n eatn ess. 
T he featu res are th in an d sh arp ly defined, 
th e nose b eing stra ig h t an d long and slen d er 
an d perfectly form ed. T h e h an d s are sm all 
an d w hite, an d a gold rin g adorns th e little 
finger of th e left h and. 
I ne feet are incased in sm all, w ell-fitting 
boots, and a long, black P rin ce A lb ert coat 
is th e only clerical in d icatio n . T he cfd lur 
is of a secu lar p a tte rn , an d a sc a rf pin shines 
from th e folds of th o carefu lly arran g ed 
crav at. 
W hen h e begins h is serm on he usu ally 
m oves aw ay from th e sm all tab le th a t is th e 
only su p p o rt o n th e platfo rm , an d finishes 
h is first few sen ten ces in th e conspicuous

everybody in 
th e 
(uidience. 
T h ere 
is 
n o t 
a 
w rin k le 
in 
h is 
face 
or 
figure. 
H e 
speaks 
slow ly an d loudly an d v ery d istin ctly , 
an d his voice has a clear, m etallic ring, bo 
long as he rem ain s in th e m id d le of th e 
platfo rm h e keeps h is han d s folded lig h tly 
b eh in d h is back. 
As he w 'arm s u p to his 
su b ject h e grow s restiv e, an d uses p le n ti­ 


fully stra ig h t u p an d dow n g estu res w ith 
h is rig h t h and. th e left rem ain in g concealed 
b ehind his back. 
T hen ho begins to paen slow ly an d ra th e r 
m in riugly, b u t firm ly, back an d forth. 
All 
th e tim e he keeps u p an u n in te rru p te d flow 
of language th a t is n early alw ays fervid, 
an d yet in clear, logical order. O nly in fre­ 
quen tly he fum bles for a w'ord, h u t th is is 
ra re and h ard ly noticeable. 
vv hen his rig h t h an d is no t in m otion, 
a fte r he gets w ell started , i t reposes in th e 
b reast of b is black coat. S om etim es he t ugs 
h is m ustache w ith a sw ift, n erv o u s g estu re, 
and it is th en th a t his lan g u ag e is m ost 
ard en t, an d is rich est in oratorical grace and 
finish. 
As he becom es m ore e arn est in his dis­ 
course. his featu res m ove freely, and h e em ­ 
ploys both h an d s to gesticu late. Ho has a 
m u ltip licity of gestures, and ho uses h is 
lianas am i fingers very freely. 
B lith e is 
alw ays self-contained. 
H is voice 
n ev er 
loses its clear so u n d in g q u ality , and n ev er 
descends too low or rises too h ig h . T here is 
n o th in g at any tim e m in isterial about him , 
so far as con v en tio n al rh eto rical trick s or 
m annerism s are concerned. 
((lie speaks rapidly and, bk*' M ark A ntony, 
rig h t on." He n e v e r becom es a g ita ted or 
m anifests evidence of too g re a t physical e x ­ 
ertion. 
Tim subject of his discourse in th e T re­ 
m ont Tem ple la st e v en in g w as based on tho 
w ords: "T h e c h ild ren in h e rit tile proper­ 
ty- 1 It h ad its foundation a lto g e th er in tho 
in terp retatio n of B iblical tru th . It 
was 
b a n i[y a secular serm on, b u t it w as so full 
of apt and fam iliar reference an d q uotation 
th a t it would h av e served eq u ally w ell as a 
brief (alk to busy m en w ho w ere sn atch in g 
a little tim e for religious know ledge and in ­ 
spiration in a long d a y ’s w ork. 
T h e D ivine 
property w hich tile sons of God in h e rit and 
th e diversified divisions of th is topic, w ere 
th o preacher’s th em e. 
It 
was 
an im m en se au d ien ce and it 
listened a tten tiv ely . T h ere w ere only tw o 
or three p ath etic passages in th e w hole d is­ 
course, and th ese w ere in tro d u ced ra th e r 
a b ru p tly and in cid en tally , an d w ith d raw n 
w ith o u t h av in g received m u ch em phasis. 
All tho rest of th e serm on w as e x ac tly w h at 
th e appearance of th e p re a ch e r w ould lead 
a stran g er to a n tic ip ate ’n clear, clean-cut, 
sym m etrically arran g ed p resen tatio n of re ­ 
ligious doctrine th a t had as m uch p ra c ti­ 
cally m oral as d istin ctiv ely sp iritu a l ap p li­ 
cation and significance.

T h e evidence w as no t suffi­ 
cie n t to hold them , aud th ey w ere dis­ 
charged. 
T h o rn to n m ade his trip to th e W est, and 
th ro e m o n th s later w ith ais fam ily m oved 
aw ay, b u t no one knew w here. I bus th e 
m a tte r dropped. 
Y esterd ay m orning T ho rn to n w as su r­ 
prised by a v isit from a stran g er, w ho s a id : 
"T h o rn to n , I cam e to pay a debt. 
I am 
C h arles M artin. It w as I w ho stole th e

T he rep resen tativ es of th e B elgian g o v ern ­ 
m e n t collected a m oss of valu ab le evidence 
d eriv ed from travellers, m issionaries, diplo­ 
m atic and co n su lar ag en ts, n av al officers, 
etc., for tho inform ation o f th e conference, 
and from th a t com pilation th e facts rep re­ 
sented, g iv in g th e e x te n t and c h arac te r of 
tim slave trad e, ore chiefly derived.

1000 h u m an lives 
e v e n ' day. 
T h e co u n tries w here th is tra d in g is c a r­ 
ried on com prise th re e vast regions, th e 
eastern an d w estern p a rt of th e Soudan, th© 
c en tra l p lateau and th e b asin s of th e g re a t 
lakes. T hese th re e regions co n stitu te one- 
h a lf of A frica, and th e m ost fertile portion, 
and w h a t w ould ho th e m ost densely popu­ 
lated bu t for th e slave tra d e . 
T h e w estern .Soudan com prises th e basins 
of tho follow ing riv ers: T h e Senegal, th e 
N iger-B enue and tile w estern h a ll of th e 
basin of L ake T ch ad , also th e basin o f th e 
tw o C alabars, 
th e C am eroons an d 
th e 
Ogowe. Its n o rth e rn b o u n d ary is th e g re a t 
Sari ara. 
T h ere are m an y 
N lu v e I tfn r k e t* 
in th is territo ry , and a n u m b e r of cities are 
actu al cen tres for slave trad e. T h e slaves 
are supplied by w ars a n d also by slav e 
h u n ts org an ized by th e ch iefs of th e in d e­ 
p en d en t S tates of th e c en tra l S oudan. T ho 
trib es of th e F oulbes o r F elletas arc fa n a ti­ 
cal M ahom etans, fam iliar w ith th e u so o f 
fire arm s, and th ey wngo a w ar of e x te rm in ­ 
ation a g ain st th e n a tiv e population, w hich 
is p ag an . 
In th e eastern Soudan th e tra d e is q u ite 
ex ten siv e. 
It em braces tile basin of tim

per line of th e basin of th e riv e r Congo, con­ 
tin u ed to tile east along th e fifth p arallel of 
n o rth la titu d e , m ay bo considered as th e 
so u th ern lim it of th is region.

lim it to u ch es th e R ed S ea an d th e G ulf of 
A den from S u ak in to Zeila.

clared th a t th o av erag e is IO to one, h u t if 
th a t w ere reduced one-half it w ould ap p ear 
th a t a t least 400,000 h u m an lives w ere th u s 
destroyed in C entral A frica every year. 
T h e in flu en ce of tho m aritim e pow ers has 
suppressed tile slave tra d e on th e A tlan tic 
ocean, o v er w hich th ere w as once a v ast 
traffic in h u m a n beings. 
It is claim ed by som e au th o rities th a t 
slaves are still exported to a certain e x te n t 
from som e of tile M ed iterran ean ports to 
o rien tal co u n tries w h e re slavery is recog­ 
nized, b u t th a t th e ocean has n o t been m u ch 
used for tiffs traffic. 
M any negroes are carried in to slavery 
over th e Red sea and In d ian ocean. 
It is superfluous a t th is late dnto to discuss 
th e evils of slavery. 
It is only necessary for 
th e civilized n atio n s to realize th a t th e trad e 
exists, an d Hie im p o rtan ce of ad o p tin g as 
speedily as possible som e concerted actio n 
for its suppression, w h ich from Hie n a tu re 
of th e case m u st ho a w ork of slow progress. 
T he occupation of Hie co u n try b y E u ro ­ 
peans an d th e suppression of th e use an d 
sale of firearm s w ould seem from th e e v i­ 
d ence to be th e m ost ex p ed ien t m ethods to 
suppress tiffs trade. 
T his g re a t w ork, of course, devolves upon 
th e E u ro p ean pow ers exercising sovereign 
rig h ts in A frica, a n d so far as th e ir efforts 
ten d to rid th e w orld of tiffs scourge th ey 
w ill m eet tile sy m p ath y of civilized m a n ­ 
kind.

Geierm an had served three term s in San 
Quentin betore being sent to Folsom from 
Santa Clara for a term of 17 years for bur­ 
glary in the first degree. 
Three m onths 
after he was sent to Folsom he escaped and 
was not recaptured until six m onths after. 
Blum er is a m urderer, and was serving a 
life sentence, having been sent to Folsom in 
March. 1883. just one m onth after his cell­ 


m a t e Geierm an, for m urder com m itted in 
Yuba county. 
Kohler and Wilson are 
burglars, who were in for IO and six years 
respectively, from November. 1888.

An independent system of w aterworks 
has peen provided, as well as electric light­ 
ing. Each residence is to have bathrooms, 
hot and cold w ater and all m odem im prove­ 
m ents. com bining luxury and economy. 
Th# plaut will cost about 8200,000. in 80 
share*. 40 of which have already been sub­ 
scribed, ami I n more prom ised tins week. 
Each share entitles the h o ld erto a w arranty 
deed for the apartm ents selected, tho only 
provision being th a t no sale can be m ade 
except to the association, which pledges 
itself to refund the m oney subscribed for 
Hie share W henever the holder wishes to 
quit, E ach share is placed at $500, for 
which a hom e is promised at sm all cost. 
H a v in g purchased a share the holder be­ 
comes a m em ber of the association, en­ 
titled to all privileges therein. As soon as 
the building is com pleted there will be a 
m onthly assessm ent of $85 for each lam ily, 
which covers the cost of food, heat, light, 
taxes, laundry, and library and school. A 
prem ium is thu* offered to the larger fam ­ 
ilies. as they will cost no m ore than will 
the childless couples. 
But this #2800 paid m onthly is not the 
only revenue, if the plans are not in ter­ 
fered w ith. The co-operative hom e is on a 
tract adjoining the grounds of the great 
Methodist U niversity, which is 
already 
under way. and which will cost about $250 - 
OOO when com pleted, and be endowed w ith 
8 1,000.000 by the M ethodist church. 
In addition to the HO apartm ents there 
are 250 rooms s e t apart in the towers tor 
students.w ho are to be provided w ith room, 
board and laundry for $25 a m onth each, 
yielding a revenue of $0250 a m onth, or a 
grand total of $POOoam onth during the 
nine m onths of the year. 
As a further inducem ent in th e m atter of 
economy the co-operative store will be a 
c o m p l e t e dry goods establishm ent as well 
as a clothing house and m er bant tailoring 
concern, ar which goods will he supplied to 
residents and students a t actual cost, clerk

The kitchen is to he in charge of a stew ­ 
ard. acting under tho directors, and sup­ 
plies will be purchased on bids. as are the 
supplies of the State institutions,

Barn Manure, Muck, Kelp 


and Clover Compared 


Some Hire Objections t i Trade Values 


if Commercial Fertilizers. 


Hints to Farmers About Getting Out 


Muck in A ugust to Save Money, 


[W RITTEN FOR TH E W EEK LY GLOBE.] 
No m ore favorable tim e can be selected 
than tbe m onth of August for getting out 
m uck and a t the sam e tim e draining th e 
swamp. By careful m anagem ent a large 
addition of m a n u re -th e richest resource of 
the farm -m ay be m ade at the cost of some 
labor and only a little m oney out of pocket. 
A considerable bill for fertilizers is an eye- 
opener and sots one thinking how he can 
savo the large lot of m oney for so sm all a 


lot of m anure. 
The actual value of m uck and kelp can 
be appreciated or understood only by a com ­ 
parison w ith other m anures of an organic 
naturo. 
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The value of these anim al excrem ents. 
m uck and kelp, reckoning only the n itro­ 
gen, phospborio acid, and potash they con­ 
tain, and at prices w hich these articles com­ 
m and in their best form s in the m arket at 
wholesale for cash, is for nitrogen 15 cents 
p ir pound, in the form of sulphate cf 
am m onia a t 3 cents per pound, or n itrate of 
soda at 2Vi csnts per p o u n d ; phosphoric 
acid a t 2 cents por pound, in form of fine 
ground 
Charlestow n rock phosphate at 
$10.50 per ton: r-'tash 3Vh cents a pound in 
form of m uriate of potash 80 per cent, at 
$35 per ton, is for 
Cents. 
1.000 ponnds fresh eow excrem ents, v a lu e .... 58 
1.000 pounds fresh horse excrem ents, v alu e.. 92M; 
1.000 pounds fresh sheep excrem ents, valu e.. . I 88V2 
1.000 pound* fresh sw ine excrem ents, v a lse .. 8 4

From this it is seen th a t the value of m uck 
for its nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash 
is greater th an cow m anure, on which our 
farm s now m ostly depend to m aintain their 
fertility. 
One 
gTeat 
cause 
heretofore 
of 
the 
non - success in using m uck to furnish 
hum us to the soil has been its 
appli# 
cation to th e soil as it was due from 
th e swamp, 
or at 
m ost 
left 
to 
th e 
exposure of th e atm osphere for one or tw o 
seasons before it was u se d ; applied in this 
way. it brings in on tbe uplands tbe coarse 
grasses of th e swamp. 
Ii. is well know n th a t all m uck shrinks by 
drying, and when perfectly dried a t 240’ 
F ah ren h eit.loses frem 73 to 97 per cent. of 
water. W hen allowed to drain as dry as it 
will, it still contains about tw o-thirds of its 
w eight of w ater. It shrinks from tw o-thirds 
to three-quarters of its bulk. A cord wet 
becomes one-fourth to one-third of n cord 
w hen dry. 
To com pare its vain* to cow dung, equal 
balks m ast be taken, and they will vary by 
analysis but slightly; but m uck has not tne 
power to generate am m onia which cow 
dung has. except some few varieties; these 
alw ays heat w hen piled. 
The power of producing alkaline action 
on the insoluble m uck is alone w anted to 
m ake m uck as good as cow dung. 
T he great question comes, How can we 
give to m ack, a substance w hich in all its 
other characters is so nearly allied to cow 
dung, th a t lacking 
elem ent am m onia? 
How is th a t to be supplied? W ithout it 
cow dung itself would be no better than 
m uck, nay, not so good, for in m uck nearly 
one-half of tbe organic m atter is already in 
a soluble state. 
Considering m ock as a 
source of nitrogen only, it is evident th a t 
the action of alkali is of the highest im ­ 
portance. 
By the addition of atkali to m uck, it is 
p ut into th e condition which am m onia 
gives to dung. 


A l k a l i e s a n d M u ck 


are w ithin th e com m and of alm ost every 
farm er. Lim e is not w ithin reach, and, 
besides, requires no sm all skill in its m an­ 
agem ent. In the preparatiou of m anure 
price is everything. 
Muck m ay be called 
w orth 50 cents a cord, and the labor of 
digging say $ 1 ; m ix through the cord of 
m uck 30 pounds of soda-ash, the cheapest 
alkali there is at the present tim e, costing 
from I Va to 2 cents a pound, according to 
the quantity purchased (two pounds of soda- 
ash are equal in alkaline strength to three 
pounds of potash, aud costing more th an 
one-half less), m aking a cord of m uck equal 
in value to a cord of cow dung, at a cost of 
from $1,95 to $2.10, and most of it a farm 
product. 
Many have used lime, w ith m uck to 
neutralize tb e acid contained in it, and 
have been disappointed in the results of its 
application w hen used on the land, conse­ 
quently condem ning it. Lim e renders m uck 
insoluble, 
granting it to have been in 
a soluble state. Lim e changes vegetable 
fibre into soluble seine or vegetable m atter, 
but being applied in excess, it forms an 
insoluble sa lt 
Now, by tho supposition 
there was no great excess of vegetable, 
m atter, and the lim o rendering only a 
sm all portion of th a t soluble, is itself, then, 
alw ays in excess, and though it converts, it 
a t the sam e tim e locks up the vegetable 
m atter which it has converted. If lim e is 
used on m uck, salt should be used w ith it, 
In doing this lim e is converted into a per- 
fectly soluble salt. The soda is elim inated 
caustic, acts on the vegetable m atter, and 
renders it soluble. D uring the exposure to 
the Toluir.es of carbonic acid evolved from 
the m uck the caustic soda becomes carbon­ 
ated. T ho carbonate of soda im m ediately 
decomposes the soluble salt of lime, and an 
insoluble salt of lim e, w ith a soluble salt oI 
soda, is the result. 
The 
effect of 
these various actions 
is. first, the vegetable 
m atter is m ade 
soluble, 
and am m onia 
evolved, which 
is converted 
into a nitrate, carbonate 
of lim e being produced, which acts as 
th a t does in spent 
ashes, and 
a solu­ 
ble salt of soda, or common salt, rem ains in 
tbe mass, producing still 
further good 
effects w hen its alkali is let loose by the 
action of growing plants. H ere are rounds 
of changes inning place, which, though the 
farm er may not readily unders’and. he m ay 
produce w ith lim e and common salt. 
Another valuable addition can be made to 
the mack to increase its richness, and that 
is fine ground phosphate rock. It renders 
the phosphoric acid soluble, for wherever 


phosphates exist w ith organic m atter w ater 
will invariable dissolve a portion progres­ 
sively w ith the decom position of the organic 
m atter by ferm entation. 
This fact is of tho utm ost im portance to 
agriculture. 
C lo v er. 
E xperim ents m ade by carefully w ashing 
the stubble and roots of clover, so as to free 
them from earth, and then determ ine th eir 
value as m anure for the subsequent crop, 
have given im portant results. 
In a crop of red clover 3 years old there 
was dug per aero to a depth of IO 1/* inches 


8 9 2 1 pounds of stubble and roots, contain­ 
ing 181 pounds of nitrogen, and th e con­ 
tents of 
the ashes w ere; 
Limo, 
263 
pounds: m agnesia, 4 8 pounds; potash, 53 
pounds: soda. 20 pounds; sulphuric acid, 


2 3 pounds; phosphoric acid, 75 pounds. In 
considering the effect of any crop on the 
subsequent crop to be grown on the sam e 
field the figures given above show, not the 
positive value, for this m ust constantly 
change, but probably the relative value, 
and also tho degree to w hich the m ost 
necessary constituents of the second crop 
are provided by a preparatory crop of one 
kind or another. 
The legum inous plants stand at th e head 
of the list, and of these, as experience 
shows, red clover takes the front ran k in 
all three of the im portant item sof nitrogen, 
potash and phosphoric acid, assum ing th at 
they are constituents derived from the best 
sources, and calculating them a t prices at 
which com m ercial fertilizers are estim ated :

Thus showing a value of $ 4 4 .9 0 per aero, to 
say nothing of the other constituents which 
are valuable for crops. It alm ost equals in 
valuo tho excrem ents of a well-fed cow for 


1 2 m onths, as it is shown iii tho 37th 
annual report of the secretary ef the board 
of agriculture to the M assachusetts’ Legis­ 
lature, as follows; "E xperim ents of chem ­ 
ists show th a t tbe excrem ents of a well-fed 
cow in 12 m onths contain nitrogen, phos­ 
phoric acid and potash, w orth a t the m arket 
price of these articles more than $45. 
T herefore,a farm er desiring to fertilize his 
farm can do it at about tbe same cost by 
buying th e constituents—nitrogen, phos­ 
phoric acid and p o tash -eith er in com m er­ 
cial fertilizers a t “trade values,” w hich are 
excessive, as shown, or iu the excrem ents 
of a well-fed cow for 12 m onths at the m ar­ 
ket price of the three 
fertilizing con­ 
stituents contained in it. or in one acre of 
the stubble and roots of clover. 
Before 
deciding 
to 
take 
any 
of these 
at 
their "estim ated trade 
values,” 
or at 
fancy 
prices, 
I should 
take 
to 
the 
swamp, and th a t is w hat the farm ers in 
New E ngland, who intend to have and keep 
their farm s in profitable condition, will 
eventually be com pelled to do. instead of 
using com m ercial 
fertilizers 
a t "trade 
values” or fancy prices.

I was half dozing at the 
time, hut I rem em ber th at my hands w ent 
up with an agility equalled only by th a t ot 
the other passengers. 
“Now clim b out of there d — d quick, 
and tile first m an who drops his hands 
lo.es tho top of his heart.” 
In a m om ent we were standing in a row 
beside the coach, our hands stretched to­ 
wards tim heavens and our eyes fixed on 
tho ugly looking m uzzles of four revolvers 
that wore staring us out of c ountenance. 
Every m an was covered. The first suspi­ 
cious m ovem ent m eant death. 
The rn,id agents in this case had blankets 
around them and their faces were m asked 
by handkerchiefs with holes cut tor eyes 
and nose. To prevent posstnle recognition, 
ttio horses wore also blanketed. ('no of the 
big ii way men jum ped Iront his horse and 
coming no to us look off our "guns” and 
tin. w them on the ground. 
"Now w here's your m oney?” 
I made a m ovem ent to lower one of my 
hands, but reconsidered it on a mild rem on­ 
strance from tlio leader, in which he called 
me “a long-legged son of a m ountain buz­ 
zard,” and told me if I could not u»o my 
tongue he would cut it out. 
And I have no 
doubt but tie would have been as good as 
his word. 
I told him in w hat pocket my 
money was. and the fellow oui loci out $luo 
in treasury notes and passed on to tile next 
victim. Theso gentlem en of the road re 
Moved us of $20 (0. The last passenger, 
however, stirred tlieir anger. He had only 
SIO. 
‘ This one has only $10.” said tho m an 
wlto was doing the searching. 
Ii re the leader let out a terrible oath. 
"If you ever come th is way again w ithout 
money.1'h e said. “ I’ll bhoot you so full of 
holes you’ll look lik easiev e. B y

shoot you anyhow !” 
hutting hi* action* to his words he (m n- 
tied his revolver Into Hie poor lellow ’s 
body. 
He fell with hardly a groan. 
"Now in w ith you and get out ot tills.” 
We made a jum p for the coach. 
"Here.” he shouted, "take this carcass 
along with you.” 
We took the body and placed it iu the bot­ 
tom of the coach. 
"Now. off with you." 
The whip whistled through the air and in 
a short tim e we w ere out of sight of our 
friends, tho road agents. T hat night we 
pulled into V irginia City. Thus ended my 
first experience w ith Hie bad men of Mon­ 
tana. I give this incident as an exam ple of 
their usual m ethod of procedure. 
It was in Hie w inter of 1.30:1 th a t I cam e 
to Montana, led by the reports of wonderful 
gold discoveries. I found the Territory m a 
statoof anarchy. A veritable 
R o la n of T e r r o r 
was established, and as desperate a gang of 
outlaws controlled affairs as it has been ever 
my luck to encounter. 
Bannack, the town in which I afterw ards 
settled, had more genuiuo "cussedness” to 
the square inch than any other town in the 
West. Here it was th a t Plum m er. Ives and 
Reeves had their headquarters, form ing a 
nucleus around which gathered a band of 
choice ruffians. Th av soon effected au or­ 
ganization with Plum m er as chief. 
A close 
surveillance was kept upon all stage roads, 
and an excellent system of com m unication 
was established throughout Hie Territory. 
No perfectly were they organized, soqulckiy 
did they strike, th at society lay helpless at 
their mercy. 
But where was the sheriff and his posse? 
it may be asked. 
Plum m er him self was sheriff, and his 
deputies were brother road agents. 
Plum m er was probably the most notorious 
of M ontana’s outlaws. His career of crim e, 
however, did not bogin in th at Territory, 
but was well established in California. 
There he ran a bakery and practised revol­ 
ver shooting on tho inhabitants. In appear­ 
ance Plum m er was a very gentlem anly sort 
of a fellow, with aa easy, pleasant way 
about him th at m ade friends of m en and 
victim s ot women. Not a place did he ven­ 
ture into but he m anaged either to kill a 
husband or to deceive a wife. 
U nderneath 
his suave exterior slept the passions and 
cruelty of a demon and his fiendish ven­ 
geance knew no bounds. 
In N evada City lie m urdered a G erm an 
w ith whoso wile he was haying an intrigue. 
At Orofino be settled a netty dispute by 
killing his disputant. Then, red-handed,be 
cam e to Bannack, .lack Cleveland, a part­ 
ner in crime, came with him 
W hen they reached town they were pen­ 
niless. la order to put their finances in a 
better condition Cleveland took a short 
ride, aud soon returned w ith plenty of 
money, but fewer cartridges. 
Plum m er 
was a cool, audacious, oily scoundrel. Oae 
of his principal accomplish Blent.* was draw ­ 
ing his "gun” aud em ptying its cham bers 
w ith unerring precision all in three seconds. 
.Soon after their arrival Plum m er and 
Cleveland got into a quarrel concerning 
some money. Cleveland said he would like 
to see the m an of whom he was afraid. 
Plum m er jumped to Ins feet, saying he was 
"getting tired of this,” and began tiring at 
Cleveland. One ball brought him to the 
floor. 
‘ Plum m er, you w ouldn’t shoot a m an 
w hen be s down, would you?” 
“ N o ,------------ you; g e tu p .” 
Aud as Cleveland rose to his feet he shot 
him ju st below the eye. 
It i6 said that a man was being shaved in 
the room at the same tim e. but soused 
were both barber and custom er to this 
m ethod of adjusting difficulties th a t busi­ 
ness was not interrupted a moment. 
buch was tao fear of the desperadoes in 
Bannack that for a long tim e no one dared 
to go near Cleveland, even to raise the dy­ 
ing m an’s head. Finally a man more cour­ 
ageous than the rest, ai the risk of his life, 
took charge of him and had him decently 
burled. 
An incident th at happened in March. 
1 8 6 3 . well illustrates tho lawless life of the 
tune. 
A man nam ed Retires bought a 
squaw, who refused to live with him and 
went 
back 
to 
lier tribe. 
Reeves fol­ 
lowed 
her 
and 
tried 
to 
bring 
her 
back 
by 
force. 
Au 
Indian 
foiled 
his 
project, 
and 
Reeves 
left 
the 
cam p, which was quite near the settlem ent, 
breathing vengeance. The next day tie and 
another man. Moore, rode out to the cam p 
and began to fire into it witJi fatal effect. 
A crowd of whites soon collected from the 
settlem ent, drawn bv the yells of the 
friendly Indians. 
Two w hite m en were 
killed by Moore, through accident, to be 
sure; but ho expressed a quiet indifference 
about it. saving, w ith an oath: "They had 
no business there.” 
A trial, or rather a farce, with justice in 
tile leading role, followed, and the m en 
were acquitted. During Hie trial friends of 
the accused would lounge un to the jury 
and rem ark w ith a suggestive tap to the 
revolver, th at they would "like to see the 
jury th at would dare to hang 
Reeves.” 
T he m urder of Dillingham brought things 
nearer to a crisis. He was deputy sheriff of 
V irginia and tho easy escapo of his m ur­ 
derers w a s a lasting disgrace to the town. 
Plum m er had toroid tho people of Virginia 
to elect hint sheriff aud thus he held the 
sam e office iii th at town and Bannock. 
Moss of his deputies were road agents: but 
one. Dillingham , tho head deputy, was an 
honest man. 
D illingham discovered a plot of theirs to 
rob two men and he warned the intended 
victim s. Disappointed in their prey, they 
learned th at Dillingham was tbe cause of it. 
Plum m er im m ediately scut Buck .Stinson. 
Haze Lyons aud Charley Forbes over to 
V irginia with 
I n s tr u c tio n s t o K i l l U lm . 
M eeting him soon after their arrival, they 
w alked a little way w ith him, and thou 
turning, fired at him, all three shots taking 
effect and killing him instantly. 
Tho court was in session at the tim e. The 
people et. masse were formod into a jury. 
'J he trial lasted that day and into t he next. 
'Hie people returned a verdict of guilty in 
the case of Stinson and L yons and sen­ 
tenced thorn to be hanged. 
Forbes’ trial followed, He was a m an 
possessing a lino appearance aud a good 
education. Ho undertook his own defence, 
and his eloquent appeal to the jury saved 
his neck. Afterwards he laughed at the 
softheartedness of the m iners who let him 
off. 
A revulsion of feeling seemed to coma 
over the jury and they called for another 
vote on Stinson and Lyons. The result was 
th a t they were cleared: but it is safe to say 
th a t they did not linger long in Virginia. 
The effect of this abortion of justice was 
to increase the audacity of the crim inal 
class and the insecurity of lifeand property. 
N at a day passed but someone was killed or 
wounded. 
Everyone carried an arsenal 
around w ith him. Coaches were robbed 
w ith greater frequency, and m inor thefts 
were countless. I be better class of citizens 
felt th at this thing could not go on much 
tonger. No one however, volunteered to 
take the initiative. It rem ained m r George 
Ives to bring thing* to a crisis, ami this he 
dirt iu the m urder of Nicholas I bait. 
Ives was a tdue-eyed young man. between 
25 and 3ft He stood six feet in his stock­ 
ings, and his nerves were of steel. His 
courage was dauntless aud unquestioned. 
His Dulse was as steady in tho face of 
danger as when lie was asleep. His reckless 


Ufo had placed him so often in d o jo quar- 
t<rs that courage had become a second 
nature. In a spirit of bravado I h a ' 
seen 
him back Iii.* horse into show windi «r*. so 
a* to show its training. 
'The m an who 
dared to ask him to settle would have to 
take hi* pay in lead. He was the terror of 
Hie country and likew ise feared by his com ­ 
panions. 
Hts whole life wa* checkered 
with crim es of every degree. 
His last 
brent Ii uttered a lie. 
lie reached tho end of his rope. however, 
when, iii cold blood, he m urdered the Ger­ 
man. I bait. lim it had sold some m ules and 
received the money tor them on the spot. 
Ile then w ent out into the country to bring 
them up. Ho never returned. Ho was in­ 
tercepted by Ives, who 
m urdered and 
robbed him . leaving his body to stiff n in 
the free/iag wind. A fter several days it 
was found and brought into Nevada. 
This lait crim e aroused the people of Ne­ 
vada to a realization of their position. 
Ntorn m easures were called for, aud stern 
m easures were taken 
Four or t i 'e of the leading citizens con­ 
sulted together and decided th at it was 
tim e to act. 
Thev succeeded 
in rais­ 
ing about .‘IO m en who swore to certain 
obligations of m utual support, and late at 
night they started out. They wero obliged 
to ford a river inst skim m ed over w ith ice. 
coming out on the other side with clothing 
still and frozen. A little farther ou a halt 
was m ade to w ait for daybreak. As soon as 
light appeared they started again and soon 
reached the “ w akiup” near 
which the 
body of lim it had been discovered. The 
“ w akiup” was quickly surrounded, and the 
gun* wero brought to he ir on tho six or 
seven sleepers in front of it. 
‘The first man who moves,” said tho 
leader of the vigilantes, ‘‘will be heavier by 
an ounce of lead. I* i.ong .lobo here?” 
"Yes.” was the reply from the person in 
question. 
‘‘Well, come out hore. We w ant yon." 
I.ong John. Ute owner of the ranch and a 
desperate character, was then taken to tho 
place of the m urder and form ally charged 
with the crime. He denied i t 
" to u r blood,” the leader said, "w ill be 
held to answ er for th at of lim it; for if you 
did not com m it the crim e you knew of it 
and did not inform us." 
He protested his innocence: saying that 
the reason he had not inform ed was his fear 
01 the read agents. 
" The m an who killed lim it is down here 
now." he added. 
"W ho is he?” 
"George Ivos,” 
The leader went down to the "w akiup” 
ami picked him our, m uch to Ives’ apparent 
surprise. He acted injured innocence up to 
alm ost tho last m om ent. Several othercon- 
firtned crim mils ivere taken in charge and 
a s ta rt matte tor Nevada. ('n the way Ives 
m ade a reckless attem pt to escape. but it 
was frustrated. On the arrival at Nevada 
the prisoners wero tottered with logging 
chains anti strongly 'guarded. 
* * 
The trial bogan the next day, Col. W. F. 
Sanders acting for tho prosecution. The 
citizens reserved lo them selves the final de­ 
cision of all question*. Strong as public 
sentim ent was am ong the people, it wa* 
hard work to convict Ives. 
Ile had many 
friends and aide lawyers. Tho desperados 
felt their existence in M ontana depended 
upon tho result of this trial, and their efforts 
wero untiring tit behalf of the accused. 
.Judge Hyam. the attorneys aud witnesses 
for the prosecution wero 
M a r U s r t t o r N l s i i c l i t s r . 
Several efforts wore m ade to secure delay, 
but w ithout success. 
The verdict was 
"guilty.” 
Col. Sanders im m ediately moved that 
“Ives be forthw ith banged.” 
It wa* already night, but the m otion was 
carried,even before Ives could realize lits po­ 
sition. 
Ives made a passionate appeal tor 
delay of execution, b u t when som e one 
asked how long he had given the Gorman, 
tho effect of tho idea was lost. 
Fifty m inutes after ho was sentenced ho 
wits led to Hie box which was to serve as a 
drop. Tho guard closed around him . and 
he could see over th sir heads in the moon­ 
light Ute faces of his ftitn d s aud syroia- 
thizers. 
'lite noose was placed: everything wa* 
ready. At a word to tho guard there was an 
omenons click of the locks land at tbe same 
instant the box sprang trout beneath Ives’ 
feet. 
A m om ent's struggle and lie swung a 
corpse in the w inter night. 
Thus ended 
otto of M ontana’s most notorious crim inals. 
From this m ovem ent sprang tho vigil­ 
antes. The citizens perceived how weak and 
helpless they were unorganized, and how 
strong they wore when pound together bv 
obligKttons of m utual support. 
D uring the 
two weeks following Ives’ execution, vig­ 
ilance com m ittees were formed in all tile 
towns of the territory. 
It wa* determ ined 
to clear out 
tho desperadoes 
root and 
branch. 
Erastus Yager, know n as Red. on account 
of the color of his hair and heard, the mes­ 
senger of the road agents, was caught and 
hanged. Red went to lits death like a stoic, 
talking quietly and calm ly. Brown, the 
secretary of the band, m et bis death at the 
Hands of the com m ittee shortly after. 
'Die organization 
of vigilantes in Ban­ 
nock was slower than in the other towns, 
but four m en from V irginia cam e to the 
place and secretly pushed the m easure 
along. They brought orders for the execu 
tion of Plum m er 
Ray and Stinson. Tho 
road agents got wind of ttie affair and pre­ 
pared to leave town between two days, but 
the attem pt was checked. Thev were seized 
and brought before the com m ittee. 
No use­ 
less trial was necessary; their crim es were 
too well known. 
Tlie order was given and the throo crim i­ 
nals were inarched to the gallows. 
Hay 
tilled the air with his curses, and the blas­ 
phem ies of Stinson dirt not cease until tbe 
breath had left his body. 
Plum m er ex­ 
horted his captors to snare hts life. using 
every m eans in his power to move their 
compassion. The thought of death seemed 
to craze him . N evertheless ho sw ung from 
the gallows he him self had erected tor the 
execution of another man. 
The news of the hanging flew over the 
T erritory on wing* of lightning, striking 
terror to Hie hearts of desperadoes ana 
bringing security to hundreds of homes. 
People breathed freer when it was known 
that the past m asters of crim e had m et a 
long-deserved fate. 
Aud they were spurred 
to carry on tho good work for. w hile the 
devil's lieutenants Had been called in, hit 
satanic m ajesty had plenty of privates on 
duty. 
These determ ined to revenge them ­ 
selves upon tho vigilantes for the deaths of 
their chief*. It was a m atter of seif-nreser 
cation w ith them : it was either fight or 
flight. Every m an who had taken part in 
the executions was m arked off to bo killed. 
But before any active measure* could be 
taken five of tho desperadoes were seized. 
The executive com m ittee of the vigi­ 
lantes on tho night of Jan. 13. 18»>4. deter­ 
m ined th a t five of the most desperate 
ruffians in Bannock should be hanged. 
Word was sent to the neighboring towns, 
and at the break of dawn Bannock awoke 
to find itself surrounded by a picket of 
vigilantes. Tbe five outlaw* were arrested 
and brought before the tribunal. 
These m en were good types of the crim i­ 
nal class th at intested the m ining regions. 
Bravo anc! reckless beyond a question, they 
ware all hardened and determ ined scoun­ 
drels They would shoot on the least provo­ 
cation; yes. even on no provocation at all, 
for som etim es they would 
K i l l h M a w “ • I n s t f o r I . l i c k . ” 
Boone Helm was one of the m ost desper­ 
ate and degraded of tbe five. His biography 
would read like a police report. 
He was 
from Missouri, where he dabbled inelem eu- 
ta rr crim e until he killed a m an by stab­ 
bing bim in tilt' back. Tho cause of the 
m urder was the refusal of the victim to go 
to Texas with Helm. 
This little affair 
forced him to fly the State. A fter a check­ 
ered career in California and Oregon lie 
came to M ontana, and connected him self 
with Plum m er. 
The vigilantes took him bv stratesem . 
Otherwise his captors would have had. as 
he expressed it. a gay old time. He pro­ 
tested hi* innocence, sw earing to it on the 
Bible, aud calling down on his soul the 
most fearful punishm ent if he lied. 
Seeing 
that, th at schem e did not work, and con­ 
cluding th a t the j i g was u p . h e confessed 
hts crim es aud called for whiskey. 
“I have faced death.” lie s*id. "in all its 
forms, aud I am not afraid of it now,” 
.Jack 
Gallagher, 
Frank Parish. Haze 
Lyons and Club T oot George were the other 
four. 
It was no question of trying them . 
their guilt was too well knows*. 
An unfin­ 
ished building was taken a* tho place of 
execution, and five ropes were placed in 
position from a beam 
The Vigilantes 
formed a hollow square, with the prisoners 
inside, aud m arched them to tho scene. 
Gallagher anil Boone Helm k e n up a fire 
of jokes all tho time. 
• Jack. give mo your coat.” said Helm. 
‘‘Von never gave mo anything, 
"D — d sight of use you’d have for it 
where you’ro going.” was the replv. 
Gallagher shouted to a friend 
in the 
crowd, saying: 
"Goodby, old man. I’m going to heaven. 
I’ll open the gate tor vou.” 
Reaching the building, Hie prisoners were 
placed on the boxes which were used as 
drops and Ho* nooses wero adjusted. W hen 
the order. ‘Men. do your duty. 
wa* given, 
Clubfoot George jum ped before the box 
1 ouid b 
kilo. kcd away and died alm ost 
in-tantly. . 
Gallagher was next. He was weeping and 
at, tbe same tim e tilling tho air with torrents 
of profanity, lits last words were. 
"I hope 
the forked lightning will 
strike every 
strangling— of you.” 
Boone Helm calm ly w atched his neigh­ 
bor’s death agony, saying: "Kick away, old 
man, I’ll be iii hell w ith you in a m inute.” 
Then as hi* turn came. 
ce shouted: 
"Every m an for his principle! H urrah for 
Jeff Davis! Let her rip!” 
W ith profanity, blaspnem y and treason on 
his lips Boone Helm died as he had lived. 
The sum m ary vengeance taken on these 
m urderers and road agents struck terror 
to the hearts of all desperado#* in M ontana. 
A lively exodus followed as a m atter of 
course. Thank* to tho vigilante.* peace and 
security was brought to tn t people of Mon­ 
tana. 
The organization i\ a* k e n up a long 
tim e: hut It was I ailed into ase lo** and less 
frequently, as His civil authorities gained 
in strength 
W hatever may be said of the 
unconstitutionality of their actious, yet Hie 
fact rem ains th at no m en were hanged ex­ 
cept acknowledged cr initials: th a t betorn 
the vigilantes struck their first blows Mon­ 
tana was a bell unon e a rth ; ana th a t after 
their vigorous action life and property were 
as safe as in the East. M anifestly, th e end 
justified th e means.

Heine, the m urderer and suicide, was a 
native of Germ any, about 45 years old. 
Since he and his wife separated lie has been 
morose, and drank heavily. Taylor Is prom ­ 
inent in several secret societies, and is also 
prom inent in business enterprises. He is 
about 35 years old, and has lived in that 
vicinity nearly all hts life.

Speaking of the crops the secretary says; 
"The haying season is now over, and the 
crop seems better than was expected. The 
new meadows have given an excellent yield, 
which more titan com pensated the com para­ 
tively sm all crop on old meadows. Barley 
and oats have greatly improved since our 
last report and tho crop will not fall so short 
as we teared. Peas and potatoes are very 
prom ising and*tim root crop is reported in 
an excellent appearance. Fruits are scarce 
and below the average crop.”

The ship Challenger of Bath, Me., Capt.

29, in ballast, and had adverse winds all the 
tim e until she encountered the hurricane 
'■n Aug. 31. w hen the ship was dism asted, 
leaving nothing b u t the fore and m ain lower 
m asts and fore and m ain yards standing. 
E ight m en were lost overboard and four 
were badly injured. 
At 6.46 the m izzenm ast was carried away, 
leaving nothing but the fore and m ain­ 
m asts, fore an a m ain yards and bowsprit 
standing, all of them sw aying considerably 
as the ship labored in the heavy sea. the 
high wind doing great dam age about the 
decks and m aking it im possible for the m en 
to do anything b u t hold on tor their lives. 
At 9 o’clock th e storm m oderated. 
At daylight th e next m orning the m en 
who were fit for duty, only four in num ber, 
were employed in clearing away the w reck­ 
age. W hen tins was accomplished, sails 
u -re put on the few rem aining spars, and 


the baggage car and passenger coach roll­ 
ing down the em bankm ent and being badly 
wrecked. Fifteen passengers sustained in­ 
juries, AV.
